It was a 
watershed year 
for Friends of 
the Boyne River 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As this year draws to a close, Friends of the Boyne 
River (FOBR) would like to pause in memory of one of 
our founders and leading lights, Tom Sheets, who passed 
away in October. 

We would like to remind area residents that contribu- 
tions are stil] being accepted in his memory in care of the 
Friends of the Boyne general fund or designated to the 
Thomas A. Sheets Memorial Research Fund which we 
established 1n his name. 

Looking back, 2004 was also a ‘watershed year’, so to 
speak, for the Friends of the Boyne River in other ways. 
A number of crucial issues threatened our river. Our ex- 
istence as a grassroots group was justified when we were 
called to respond. It hasn’t been easy, however, We still 
need the help of our members and other citizens who care 
about the Boyne River. 

The purpose of the FOBR is to “improve and conserve 
the environmental health and recreational quality” of the 
Boyne River and its watershed. When we formed this non- 
profit organization years ago, we did not know what chal- 
lenges would lie ahead. We never imagined that we would 
find ourselves in conflict with our city commission and 
the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality 
(MDEQ), Yet, in March of this year, the City of Boyne 
City tested our resolve with its decision to dump effluent 
into the river. 

Focused on our mission, FOBR was ready and able to 
mobilize. An “Effluent Fund” was established to obtain 
engineering analysis, environmental studies and to pay 
attorney fees. A lawsuit was filed, challenging the MDEQ 
permit which would have allowed this to happen. We could 
not have done that without the support of our members. 
While the city implied that the new sewage treatment plant 
will not dump treated waste into the river, the City of 
Boyne City 2004 Winter Newsletter still refers to “treated 
water released into the river.” 

The Friends of the Boyne River and local citizens must 
remain vigilant. The Friends of the Boyne River intend to 
monitor every step of this process to insure that the qual- 
ity of the water in the Boyne River is not degraded in any 
way. We need your help in order to do this. We need mem- 
bers to renew and we need new members to join our ranks. 
You can help by sending your membership donation to

Kathy Breedlove, owner 
of Pet-Haus Cuisine, is ‘on 
a mission to teach kids how 
to treat dogs and avoid be- 
ing victims of canine ag- 
gression. 

She and her co-worker, 
Carlee Brazell, along with 
working Bernese Mountain 
dogs, Mitzi and Leo, begin 
at the beginning — in kin- 
dergarten. 

When Breedlove comes 
to aclassroom, like she did 
last Friday morning when 
she visited Sheri 
Fitzpatrick’s kindergarten 
class at Boyne City El- 
ementary School, she does 
not introduce the dogs right 
away. 

She starts by showing the 
students a video, where 
children their own age are 
taught dog safety tech- 


niques. She capitalizes on 


the fact that most young 
children have ‘been taught 
to avoid strangers ~ hu- 
mans, that is. 

She teaches them that 
they should also avoid 
strange dogs, and that dogs 
will sometimes instinc- 
tively protect themselves 
against strangers, espe- 
cially those who may raise 
a hand to them. 

A raised hand represents 
aggression to the dog, even 
if it is intended only to pat 
the dog’s head. 

She teaches the kinder- 
garten students that if they 
are approached by a strange 
dog, they might start by 
tossing away something 


that they may be holding or 


wearing, a ball glove or 


. baseball cap, for the dog to 


smell. They are to avert 
their’ eyes and not look at 
the dog’s face, and walk 
away — but not run — cov- 


ering their hands, or putting — 


them in their pockets so the 
dog can’t smell them. 
If the dog persists in fol- 


_ lowing him or her, the child 


should “pretend to be a 
tree,” according to 
Breedlove’s lesson, stand- 
ing still with arms crossed 
upon the chest, stilf avoid- 
ing looking at the dog’s 
face, 

The child is taught also 
to ask the owner before pet- 
ting a dog, and, only upon 
obtaining permission, 
should hold out his or her 
hand to be sniffed by the 
dog before petting under 
the chin or on the dog’s 
chest. 

“Do not pull your hand 
back,” Breedlove said. 
Make sure the dog gets to 
smell] it. She tells children 
never to chase or corner a 
dog. 

When the students, five 
or six years old, are able to 
remember the rules upon 
questioning, Mitzi and Leo 
are brought into the class- 
room. 

Mitzi and Leo are huge, 
well-behaved, gentle dogs, 
and some students, in their 
excitement, instantly forget 
the rules in their desire to 
hug the newcomers. But 
Breedlove calmly directs

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Rating the deer season 


= Despite herd reductions, season was ‘good’

A lack of snow, warmer than average tem- 
peratures and the Department of Natural Re- 
sources’ efforts of reducing the deer herd size 
in northern Michigan to around 20-25 deer per 
square mile has each had a hand in Hmiting 
the number of deer shot in the region during 
the firearm deer season. 

At least that’s what officials have found at 
six deer check stations in northern Michigan, 
DNR wildlife habitat biologist Brain 
Mastenbrook said. 

“We're down about 10 percent from the 
same time as last season,” Mastenbrook said 
from the DNR field office in Atlanta, Mich. 
“At the same time, this is only one indication 
of what happened, so it’s kind of difficult to 
put an exact number on how successful or 
unsuccessful the season was.” 

Hunters are not required to bring their deer 
into check stations, and DNR officials would 
be hard pressed to talk with every successful 
hunter in the region. But at check stations 
throughout Northwest Michigan, Mastenbrook 
indicated the DNR checked 961 deer from late 
September until the end of November. The 
total is down from last season’s total of 1,050, 
he said. 

The numbers could also reflect declining 
concerns of bovine Tuberculosis (TB). 
Mastenbrook said the DNR checked close to 
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1,500 deer in 2000, a year in which the threat 
of bovine TB was relatively new and hunters 
generally took greater precautions. 

At the same time, the deer count at the 
Mackinaw Bridge was also down, indicating 
hunters crossing into the Upper Peninsula from 
the Lower Peninsula also didn’t have as much 
luck as the year before. 

“One big reason for the potential drop in 
numbers is we have issued a lot of doe per- 
mits the past couple of years,” Mastenbrook 
said. 

Mastenbrook said the DNR had a goal com- 
ing into the season of trimming Michigan’s 
estimated deer herd of 1.8 million. Issues such 
as crop damage, increased concerns in car-deer 
accidents and deer survival throughout the 
winter are key reasons for the DNR reducing 
the deer herd, Mastenbrook added. 

Although the numbers might indicate oth- 
erwise, Mastenbrook still labeled the deer sea- 
son as “good,” despite all things considered. 

“With the weather situation, I’d say overall 
the season was a good one,” he said. ‘‘I think 
herds were more in pockets instead of being 
spread out this year, but that’s. going to hap- 
pen when the herd size is reduced.” 

What made the season brighter was it was a 
relatively safe one. Only one shooting fatality 
was reported; it occurred in Hillsdale County, 
DNR law enforcement officer Jeff Gaither 
said. No serious injuries were reported in 
northern Michigan, he added. 


Central Lake resident 
bags near 700-pound 
elk in Gaylord

For nearly 20 years, Central Lake resident 


. Steve Juday has applied for an elk permit in 
i the state of Michigan. 


And for 20 years, he has failed to receive 


‘one, 


That is, until this year, when he received a 
calt from the Michigan Department of Natu- 
ral Resources indicating he had been one of 
the few lucky ones selected. Only 126 hunters 
were awarded a permit this season, out of an 


| estimated 40,000 hunters who applied. 


Of the 126, 36 permits were awarded for 
bulls, while the remaining 90 are for cows. 

“It’s really a lottery-sort of system (the 
DNR) runs,” Juday said. 

“Actually, you probably have a better shot 
at winning the actual lottery than getting an 


‘elk permit.” 


Fortunate enough to have received a bull 
permit, Juday now had the challenge before 
him of locating an elusive elk. According to 
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DNR wildlife habitat biolo- 
gist Brain Mastenbrook, the 
department’s goal is to keep 
the elk herd in the state to 
around 800) animals. 
Smaller herd sizes helps 
reduce their tendency to 
wander off state land onto 
nearby farmlands, where 
one elk can do more dam- 
age than an entire herd of 
deer. 

Juday set up camp on 
state land in Gaylord, near 
Tree Tops Resort. 

“J hunted with the help of 
a guide and it’s awfully 
good we had one.” Juday 
said. 

“They had permission to 
hunt on land that otherwise 
I probably couldn't have

hunted on, 

“And the guides knew 
the land, which was also a 
plus,” he added. “They told 
me right away that we were 
going after a big one.” 

Juday hunted throughout 
most of the day on Tuesday, 
Dec. 7 in a steady rain and 
didn’t see a thing. The rain 
turned to snow late Tues- 
day, however, which usu- 
ally means tracking will be 
wasier, 

Early Wednesday, Juday 
and others in his hunting 
entourage finally got a beat 
on where “one of the big 
ones” may have been. 

“T was hunting with this 
young kid and his dad and 
the kid jumped on a track,” 
Juday said. “He starts go- 
ing on a dead run through 
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the woods and he expects 
me to keep up in the snow 
while I’m holding a gun,” 
Juday said, with a grin. 

The pair finally caught 
glimpse of a bull in the dis- 
tance, but were in a thick 
stretch of woods and ini- 
tially couldn’t get a clear 
shot, 

“We saw the track and 
we kept on following it,” 
Juday said. “We didn’t 
want {o spook it because elk 
can go for four or five miles 
Without stopping. They’re 
not like deer who run for a 
mile or two and then stop 
and rest.” 

Fortunately, the massive 
bull halted in a somewhat 
open stretch. 

“If you don’t get excited 
at that point, you shouldn't

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be hunting,” Juday said. “I 
was fumbling my shells and 
shaking pretty bad.” 

‘From about 75 yards 
away, Juday pulled up, 
aimed, and fired. 

And a bull that dressed 
out at close to 700 pounds 
with a massive rack of 14 
points, dropped to the 
ground, 

“They needed a front- 
end loader just to lift it up 
and place it in the back of 
my truck,” Juday said. “I 
had a hard time just lifting 
its head up for a picture.” 

Juday, who was the start- 
ing quarterback on Michi- 
gan State University’s 1965 
National Championship 
team, stopped in downtown 
Bellaire during the early 
evening hours on Wednes- 
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day with the massive ani- 
mal in the back of his truck. 
A number of admirers 


stopped by to congratulate 


him on a successful hunt. 

“} was No. 39 at the 
check station (in Gaylord) 
and they told me that’s the 
biggest bull they’ve seen,” 
Juday said. “I knew it was 
a pretty big target I was 
shooting at.” 

Since Juday is now a suc- 
cessful elk hunter, it is un- 
likely he will ever receive 
another permit. DNR offi- 
cials have indicated that 
anyone who draws two cow 
permits has to wait 10 years 
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to even apply again, If a 
hunter draws two bull per- 
mits, they’re done for life.
